The 
beautiful downs in the fouth vied the 
finett pafture tor fheep, with which 
they are overfpread. The greatett dif. 
advantage the county labours under is 
sant of fuel, as there are no coal pits, 
and but little wood. This county is 
noted for great quantities of very fine 
cheefe, and for ts manufaéture of broad 
cloth, to which it was invited by the 
great plemy and finenefs of 4's wool. 
Befides leffer fircams not a few, ic ig 
watered by the ivers Ifis, Kennet, 
Upper and Lower Aven, Willy, 
Burne, and Nadder, which are well 
ftored with nfh.

church. ‘This town carries on a corfi 

derable trade in tre woollen manulac- 
tore. It is a neat town, and gover: ed 
by an alderman, chofen annually, 
twelve capital burgefies, four affilents, 
landholders, and commoners, 

Cricklade ftands at the srflux of the 
Churn and Rey into the Thames, and 
contains near fourteen hundred houfe: 
It is an antrent borough by prefcrip- 
tior, and is governed by a bailiff. Tie 
advowfon of its panfh church, and it:

Jong to the dean end chapter of Sarum. 
Jt has a free-fchool handfomely en- 
dowed. 

Great Bedwin, an anrient borough 
by prefcrintion.

Bath, has feveral commodious inns, 
confiils chiefly of one ‘broad fireet 
pret'y well built, and is a corporation 
by charter from feveral kings. The 
lord Bruce is lord of the manor. 
_ Trowbridge, which had us name 
from the ftone- bridge at the weft end 
of it, over the river Were, A-confi- 
derable manufacture of fine broad cloth 
is Cariied on in this town. 

Bradford ftlands upon the Lower 
Avon, over which it has a bridge. 
This town is noted for the manutac- 
ture of broad cloths. ' 

Lavington, called Market or Eatt- 
Lavington, is fituated in a pleafant 
country, and has two alms houfes and 
a free-{chool well endowed. 

Mere. ‘There is a hundred which 
takes its name from this plece, of 
which it was once the principal town. 
Jt is now a ftaple fos wool. 
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Wa:minfter is a verv antient town, 
whv i Camden fuppoles to be the Ver- 
lnc of Antoninus, It has a great 
market tor-corn, and a greater malt- 
trade than any town in the weft of 
Eneland, befides its cloth and wool- 
trade. It has moreover pood ions, 
and sa very populous thriving place. 

Berkfhire is bounded on the fouth 
by Hampthire, on the weit by Wilt- 
fhire and Glouceferthire, on the north 
hy the Thames, which ‘eparates it from 
Buckiny bem and Oxfordthires, and on 
theeatt by Middlefexand Surrey. The 
aeigin of its nanve is urce-tain, and 
toner. fore fhall not detun us, les 
lengta extends to thirty-nive miles, its 
breacth to twenryv-nine, and its cir- 
cumference toone hundred and twenty, 
within which i¢ contares atout five 
hundred and twenty-lcven thoufand 
acres, eighty-five thou/and inhabitants, 

e hundred and forty parifhes, of 
which fixty-two are vicarages, twenty 
hundreds, fixty-feven vi'liges, and 
twelve market towns. It fends nine 
members 'o parliament, viz. two for 
the county, and two for each of the 
following towns, New Windlor, Reade 
ing, Walunyford, and Abingdon. 

This county 1s one ot the pleafant- 
eftin Engiand, the air in general being 
goo id, aud the foil fertile, e(pecially 
in the vale of White Harle, fo cal'ed 
fiom the figure of that animal, cut out 
of a chalky rock, as it is thought, by 
the Saxons, who bore awhite horfe for 
their arms. The more barren parts of 
it lie upon the ealt file, where are 
many oods and foreits, abounding 
with game, and ‘the fiaelt oak and 
beech. The principal rivers are the 
Thames and Kennet, which are well 
ftored with fih, particularly trout and 
crav-fith The manutactures are 
chiefly woollen cloth, {91 cloth, and 
malt. It lies in the diocefe of Salif- 
bury and Oxford circuir, 

Irs chiet towns are Windfor, which 
is thought to derive its name from the 
winding: of the thore of the Thames. 
Ic was given by Ecward the Confeffor 
to the monks. ot Wellmintler ; but 
William the Congucror brought it 
back, by exchange, tothe crown. It 
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confits at prefent of feveral fireets, has 
great privileges and immunities, and 
$s governed bya mayor, high fleward, 
under fleward, town clerk, two bailiffs, 
and other officers fubordina‘e to them. 
By a grant from po I. of the 
manor.or honour of Windfor to the 
corporation, it has authority over feve. 
ral Jordfhips, as the dean and canons 
have over many peculrars. William 
the Conqueror firft built a cafile here, 
with lodges in the adjoining foreft ; 
Henry 1. rebuilt and fortified it. 
Edward III. who was born here, and 
on that account called Edward of 








Windlor-Caftle déferibed. 
The hall, defigned from the firft in- 


ftitution of the noble order of the 
Garter for entertaining the knights at 
their inftallation, is one of the fineft 
rooms in the world, and the paintings 
faitable to its magnificence. The 
royal chapel is one of the neateft and 
moft beautiful in England, and the 
carved woik exceeds any thing of the 
kind in this ifland. The tower above- 
mentioned is the habitation of the go- 
vernor or conflable of th- caitle, fitted 
up iuitable to his dignity; and as 
often as he or the court is at Windfor, 
the flandard is erected on the top of it.

eon, and on the other to Oxford. 
King Charles !f. latd ont great fums 
in further improvements and embel., 
lthments of the palace, as did kin 

James I{. and William, efpecially in 
the article of paintings, of which 
there is a great variety by the mot | 
eminent matters, fo numerous, that it 
would require a volume to defcribe al!

thofe times, but the fpirit and penius 
of its magnanimous founder, . There 
is nothing remaining of the kind fo 
antient and fo beautiful, both within 
and without, it having withftood the 
attacks of time to admiration. The 
yearly revenue of this church, before 
it was fet apart to be the chapel of the 
order, was above one thoufand pounds, 
a prodigious fum in thofe days. In 
the choir are the flalls of twenty-fix 
knights of the order, and their ban- 
ners over them, with a throne for the 
fovereign. As the knights die, their 
banners are taken down, and their 
coats of arms and titles, engraved on 
little copper-plates, are nailed: to the 
flalls. lc appears from the regillry of 
the order, that there have been eight 
emperors of Germany, thirty kings, 
ten electors of the empire, thirteen 
other fovereign princes, fix princes of 
Orange, peers of France, grandees of 
Spain, &c. companions of this moit 
noble order, befides our own kings, 
and thofe of our nobility and gentry ; 
of the former of which the Ratcliffs, 
Talbots, Howards, de Grays, Man- 
ners, Hattings, Nevils, Spencers, Moa- 
tagues, Browns, Savilles, Shefficlds, 
Mohuns, Herberts, Bridgers, and Wal- 
lops ; and of the latter, the Hollands, 
Wwgfelds, Falftaffs, Stapletons, are 
the chief. Here is alfo a college, 
confifling of a dean, twelve fecular 
canons, 














canons, thirteen priefts or vicars, four 
clerks, fix choirifters, and _twenty- fix 


alms-knights, befides other officers, | 


founded by Edward IIi. and incorpo- 
rated by the name of the dean and ca- 
nons of the free-chapel of St. George 
within the caftle of Windfor, by Ea- 
ward IV. The alms knights are now 
only eighteen, and are fliled the poor 
knights of Windfor, and have forty 
pounds a year. They are obliged by 
their order to go in their robes, twice 
a day, to church, to pray, for the fo- 
vereign and the knights of the Garter. 
In the chapel lie interred the bodies of 
Henry VI1'I. and one of his queens, as 
alfo thofe of Heary VI. of Ecward IV. 
who has a fine monument of fleel over 
him, and of Charles I. In a little 
chapel lies the dukes of Beaufort, de- 
fcended from the dukes of Lancafter. 
At the welt end of the fquare are the 
houfes of the finging men, with each 
a little garden behind it, the apart 

ments ot the canons, &c. and at the 
bottom of the fquare is the library. 
On the fouth fide of the chapel is an 
oratory, in which prayers are read 
twice a day. There are two parks, 
the great and the litile, the former 
fourteen, and the latter not much more 
than three miles in circumference, 
which has fine walks, a charming lodge 
for the keeper, and is weil itocked 
with deer. In the houfe of office in 
the lodge is the hiftory of the expedi- 
tion to Mexico by Cortez, painted on 
mother of pear!, and prefented to ad 

mira! Churchill out of the fpoils taken 
at port St. Mary and Vigo. The great 
park is extremely beautiful, and fu!l of 
game. In it are. feveral fine lodges, 
particularly that of the keeper, and the 
ore called Cranbourne, or the duke’s 
lodge, from his late royal highnefs 
the duke of Cumberland, thei ranger. 
Though the lodge was extremely beau- 
tiful before, both by art and nature, as 
it fiands on the top of a hill, and com- 
mands a moft inchanting profpedct, 
with very large and ae ardens, 
yet his late royal highnefs made it {till 
more delightfal by various embellith- 
ments,

Reading is fuppofed to have derived 


its name from the fern which grew 
hereabouts, called in the Britith tongue 
Redin. ‘The Thames almolt enclofes 
the town, and hard by receives the 
Kennet, over which are feven bridges 
in or near the town, It is now a very 
large and flourifhing place, being a 
great thoroughfare, and carrying on a 
confiderable trade in malt, meal, and 

timber, which is conveyed to London 

by the Thames. Some of the barges 

in which their malt is fent to London 

will carry one thoufind or twelve hun- 
dred quarters. They bring back from 

thence coals, falt, tobacco, grocery 

wares, oils, &c. The number of ine 

habitants is computed at eight thoue 

fand. The corporation confilts of a 

miyor, twelve aldermen, and as many 

burgeffes, befides other officers. At 

this town the affizes are fometimes 

held : it alfo boafts of a flaiely county 

iafirmary. 

Wallingford is a very pretty town 
upon the Thames. It is, according 
io Camden, the Gallena of Ptolemy 
and Antoninus, and the capiral of the 
Aturribatii, Of Gallena, a litle al- 
cered, and of Ford, its prefent name, 
he thinks, it is compounded. I: had 
formerlyno le{s th n fourteen churches, 
befides a collegiate chapel in its cafile, 
which was one of the largeft and 
ficonpefi in England, and was ane 
nexed, with the honour, to the 
earldom of Cornwall, It is go- 
verned by a mayor, high fleward, ree 
corder, five aldermen, who are juftices 
of the peace within the borough, a 
town«clerk, two bailiffs, a chamber- 
lain, and eighteen affiflants. Here are 
two®churches, a handfome town-hall, 
two good flreets, and a free-fchool. 
The town has a right to the rents and 
profits of its markets, and the affizes 
are fometimes held init. Its manu- 
fa€ture of malt, and the convenience of 
fending that and other commodities to 
London by water, are its chief fap- 

rt. 

Abingdon took its prefent name 
from an abbey built there by Ciffa, 
king of the Welt Saxons, which grew 
y 















































































degrets to fuch magnificence, as to 
vie with any abbey in Britain for 
yiches and grandeur, The affizes 
are often held here, and the public 
bofinefs of the county is tranfacted in a 
Jarge hall above the masket-houfe, 
Randing upon lofty pillars of molt curi- 
ous afhier work. The corporation, 
conftituted by queen Mary, confills of 
a mayor, two bailiffs, nine aldermen, 
called principal burgeffes, an high 
fleward, recorder, town-clerk, and fix 
teen, or more, fecondary burgeffes, 
who, fince the diffolution of the abbey 
are entitled to the profit of its market 
and fairs, The chief trade'tof the 
town isin malr, which they fend, with 
other commodiiies, to London. I: 
has two churches, two almr-houles, a 
free and a charity-{fchool, befides an 
hofpiial called St. Helens. 

Farrinedor, a handfome town upon 
a hill, at one end of the vaie of Whire- 
horfe. Jt has a large chuich, and is 
governed by a bailiff. 

Wantage, a pretty neat tower, 
Hunger'ord, though fituated upen 
great road, end the river Kennet, is 
Its trouts and cray- 
fith are reckoned very fine. ‘The 
conflable of the town is lord of the 
maror, and holds it immediately of 
the king. 

Newbery or Newbury, 1. e. the new 
borough, which name i’ acquired from 
its growing up as the antent Spire of 
the Romans decayed. Notw thfend- 
ing its ‘name, it is as old as the con- 
gueil, and makes a great gvanth'y of 
thalloons and drugget: ; in coniequeace 
of which, and iis lying upon the Bath 
road, with the river Kennet running 
through the town, it is far from feel- 
ing any fymetoms of age or decay, It 
is gove roed by amay\or, high Reward, 
secordcr, alde:men, and cepital bur- 
griics. 

Lamborn, or Langborn, has its 
mame fiom a little rer that runs by it, 
and flancs on ‘he fouth-tide of White- 
horfe hdl, The river is remarkable 
for being alweys fail in fummer, but 
entirely Jo in winter, the water go- 
ing off about Micnseimas. Ac Der- 
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nington, or Dunnington, in the neigh- 
bourhood, Chaucer is faid to have 
lived, and to have compofed many of 
his poems under an oak, which was 
ftanding about twenty or thirty years 
ago. 

Sunning,. a village fituated on the 
Thames, was antiently the fee of 
a bifhops, who had a place and 
park here; but it was tranflated firft 
(oO Sherburn and then to Salifbury, to 
whofe bifhops this village {till be- 
longs. 

Maidenhead, a pretty large well 
built town upon the Thames, over 
which it has a wooden bridge, main- 
tained by the corporation, who, for 
that end, are allowed the toils both 
over and under, and three trees yearly 


(out of Windfor foreft, towards keep- 


ee 


ing it in repair. Jt is governed by a 
high-fleward, a mayor, a fteward, aud 
tea aldermen; and out of the latter 
are choien every year two bridge-maf- 
ters. The mayor is clerk of the mar- 
ket, coroner, judge of the court, which 
is holden once in three weeks, a juttice 
of the peace, together with his prede-

FOR the convenience

Upon infpegion, I doubt not, but the dif- 
feats t ttrata, or layers of earth, would be 
found the fame. Nay, I fometimes ima- 
ene, that the fides of the mountagns ap- 
proach tomewhat a concave and a convex 
form ; which, if fo, implies a prior union 
of pairs. This, however, 1 would have 
confidered merely as a conjecture ; which 
you may € ther adopt or reject as it coin- 
c ‘des with your own idea.

AFTE R viewing the Glyn of the 
Downs, my next vilit was to Alu- 
dore, the feat and improvemenis of gene- 
ral Pomeroy ; of which, I now p.occed 
to give you a brief account. 

This agreeable lodge is fituated in the 
parifh of Kilcoole, and harony of New- 
caftle, in the county of Wicklow. It flands 
on theacclivity of amountain, aboutrs miles 
S. of Dablin ; was origin lly built by ge- 
neral Pearce ; then altered by lord Done- 
raile ; and afterwards confiderably enlarz- 
ed and improved by major Brownrigg ; 
to whom, not long fince, befel 1 an untor- 
tunate accident, which induced him to 


) difpofe of his intereft to the prefent poffet- 


for; and which, as a cautionary exam- 
ple to others, it may not be improper or 
ulelefs to relate. 

As he was walking with fome gentle- 
men, in a meadow adjacent, one of therm 
took up a (cythe, began to mow, and, by 
an unlucky ftroke, drove the point into 
the major’s leg, with fuch force, that his 
recovery remained long doubtful, and, at 
latt, rendered him a cripple for life. Up- 
on this occafion it is hard to fay which of 
the gentlemen fuffered moft, he that gave, 
or he that received the wound ; for while 
the one lay languifhing under it, doubt- 
le(s the other mult have felt the moft pain- 
ful reficStions. Sure, however, Iam, that 
we cannot too carefully guard againft the 
commiffion of fuch fatal, fuch irrepara- 
ble aéts of indiferetion.

place, is built in form of an antique fteeple, 
with no lefs than five vanes flying on the 
top of it; and, at the fame time, ferves 
for an excellent pigeon-houle. Extend- 
ing along the front are fome ponds, well 
ftocked with extraordinary fine trout, but 
few or none of any other kind of fith. 

Upon an elevated terrace, above the 
houle, is ere&ted a little villa, bu It in the 
Gothic ftyle, and confifting of a fingle 
room, in the clear about 18 feet by 20. 
"The windows of this room are richly or- 
namented@ with ftained glafs. Oppofite the 
entrance is a pleafing deception, compofed 
of a pair of folding fath doors, wth panne!s 
of mirror or ground glafs, which produce 
an effeét at once furprifing and happy. Pity 
it is to fee this villa mouldering, both 
within and without, for want of a flight 
bepair. 

Here I could not avoid feating my {lf 
to enjoy the pro/pe&t; a profpect boundlefs 
by fea, and extenfive by land, reaching 
from Wicklow head, on the right, to 
Windgate hl!, on the left; an extent of 
country not lefs than twelve miles in 
length, and four or five in breadth. Much 
the greater part of this traét is a well in- 
habited, and finely cultivated plain; here 
and there {welling into gentle hills; this 
crowned with the lordly villa of the rich, 
that fkirted with the lowly cottage of the 
poor; and b.tween both, the humble, but 
far more happy dwelling of the farmer ; 
who, in this county, lives more comforta- 
bly, and more decently, than, perhaps, any 
others of the {ime degree in Ireland. 

Favoured by the irregularities of the 
mountain, the improvements are laid outin 
a variety of rifling terraces, falling flopes, 
enamelled lawns, and winding fhrubberies : 
thefe laft furnifhed with a choice colle &i- 
on of irces, fhrubs, everczreens, and flow. 
ers; cond, among others, with fome fine 
myities, which, if we may credit report, 
oo wild and fpontaneous in thefe parts. 

cheve this as you will, they certainly 
thrive toadmiration. But, to enter into a 
minute detail of the natural beauties of 
this place would be endlefs; with refpeé& 
to the aruficial, fuffice itto fay, that beau- 
ty hath fupplanted deformity, and fertli- 
ty {miles on the face of a barren moun- 
tain. 

Placed on a pedeftal, formed of a maf- 
fy rock, and ftanding in one of the mot

The improvement of land is carried on 
here, chiefly, by means of limeftone gra- 
vel, which may be had in plenty, and pro- 
duces good crops of excellent com, The 
firit cropis generally oats,the next wheat ot 
barley, fometines one of each,and then an- 
other of oats, The ftable dung is almoft 
who!ly employed in the cultivation of pota- 
toes. Thefe are tucceeded in the uplands by 
a crop of rye; in the low, by a erop or two 
of wheat, and one of oa's.

retain their ancient language, manners, and 
cuftoms, evento thisday; and have inter- 
mixed very littie, if at all, with the na- 
tives.

OON after I returned on board, Dec.

J he fland 
bore S.S. EE. diftant about a wile, and 
Bartholomew's idind bore E.S.E. In 
the evening fix lodians came down to the 
water fide, and continued waving and 
hallowing ‘o us for a long time; but as 
my people wauted reft, 1 was unw.ling 
to empicy them in hoilting out a boat, 
and tue Indians feeing their labour fruit. 
lefs, at length went away. 

In the morning of thé 23d we weighed 
with the wind at S. by W. and worked 
between E'izabeth and Bartholomew's 
ifland: before the'tide was fpent, we pot 
over the north fhore, and anchored in ten 
fathom: St George's ifland then bore 
N. E. by N. diftanc three leagues 5; a pont 
of land, which I called Porpois Point, 
N. by W. ciitant about five miles alo» 
the north fhore, at about one mile’s dii- 
tance, with regular tcuwidings, We an- 
chored in 13 fathom, St. George's ifland 
N.E. four teagues. 

Next morning I landed with my fecond 
lieucenant upon Sandy Point; here we 
fouod plenty of wood and very good wa- 
ter, and for four or five miles the thoie 
was exceedingly pleafant. Over the Point 
there 1s a five level country, with a foil 
that to all appearance is extremely rich ;

howlings, till the day broke, and then, to 
the great comfort of the affrighted failors, 
they dilappeared. 

At this place, not far from where the 
fhip lay, there is a hill that has been 
cleared of wood, and we fuppoted this to 
be the {pot where the Spaniards formerly 
had a fettiement.* One of the men, as he 
was pafling over this hill, perceived that 
in a particular part the ground returned 
the found of his foot, as if it was hollow; 
he therefore repaffed it feveral times, and 
finding the effect itil the fame, he concet- 
ved a itrong notion that fomething was 
buried there; when he came on board he 
related to me what he had remarked, and 
I went myfelf to the {pot with a {mall par- 
ty, furnifhed with fpades and pick-axes, 
and faw the {pot opened to a confidevable 
depth, but we found nothing, nor did 
there appear to be any hollow or vault as 
was expected. As we were returning 


throuch the woods, we found two very | 


large fkulls, which, by the teeth, appear- 
ed to have belonged to fome beats of 
prey, but of what kind we could not 
guels. 
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bank, which has not been mentioned by 
any navigator who has paffd the Streight, 
is extremely dangerous, efpecially as it 
lies direStily in the fair way between Cape 
Virgin Mary and the firtt narrow, and 
juft in the middle between the fouth and 
north fhores. It is more than two leagues 
long, and full as broad; in many places 
alio very feep. When we were upon it, 
Posit Poffeffion bore N. E. diftant three 
leacues, and the entrance of the narrow 
S. W. diltant two leagues. 

©n Monday the 14th we fteered along 
the fore, and faw a low flat ifland, ful) 
of high tufts of grafs relembling buhhes, 
bearing fouth at the diitance of two or 
three leagues, the nethermoft land beare 
ing W. diftant about three leagues. We 
continued our cou:ie five leagues farther, 
and then faw a low, rocky ifland. This 
ifland is about three leagues diftant from 
the land we were coafting, which forms a 
very deep bay, and bears E. by N. of the 
other ifland, in which we had teen the 
long tufts of ¢-als. 

Tueiday the 1gth at eight o'clock we 
faw an opening, which had the appear- 
ance of an harbour, bearing E. S. E, and 
being between two and three leagues dif- 
tant. Upon this diicovery we brought to, 
and fent a boat from each of the thips to 
examine the opening ; but it beginning to 
blow very hard foon after, and the wea- 
ther growing thick with heavy rain, we

Sunday 6, having feen the fhip tafe 
through the Streignt, being fatigued, I 
lay down, and foon fell afleep; but in lefs 
than haif an hour I was awaxened by the 
beating of the thip upona bank; I in- 
fiantly ftarted up, «nd ran upon deck, 
where I foon found we had grounded up- 
on ahard tand. It was happy for us, 
that at this time it was {tark calm, and I 
immediately ordered out the boats to car- 
ry an anchor a-ftern, where the wate: 
was deepeit: the anchor took the ground, 
but before we could work the capftern, in 
order to heave the thip off to it, the went 
off by the mere rifing of the tide. This

difficuity that we cleared the two rocky 
illands which were to the eaftward of us, 
We had now a great fea, and I began to 


biown off, and our people in the boats left 
behind: however, about three in the af- 
ternoon the weather clearing up, I tacked 
and ftood im again, and prelently after 
had the fatisfa€tion to fee one of the boxts, 
though it was a long way to leeward of us. 
I immediately bore down to her, and 
found her to be the Tamar's boat, with 
Mr. Hindman, the fecond lieutenant, on 
board, who having been on fhore in the 
opening, had ventured off, notwithttand- 
ing the great fea and bad weather, to in- 
form me that he had found a finehasbours 
we immediately ftood in for it, and found 
it equally beyond his report and our ex+ 
petations; the entrance is about a mile 
over, and every part of it is perfeélly 
fafe, the depth of water clofe to the fhore 
being from ten to feven fathom. We 
found this harbour to confit of two litile 
bays on the ftarboard fide, where thips 
may 
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may anchor in greatfafety, andin cach of 
whieh there is a fire rivulet of freth wa- 
ter. Soon afier we entered an harbour of 
much greater extent, which IF called 
Poatr EGMoNT, th honour of the ear!

dittant feven leagues from the low rocky 
land, and at the diitance of about two 
miles tiem the fhore, there is between 17 
and 28 fathom water; and about three 
leagues to the weffward of the harbour 
there is a remarkable white fandy beach, 
ef which a thip may aneltor tll there ts 
an opportumty torun in, En ftanding in 
for this tandy beach, the two low rocky 
lands, which we found it d ficult toclear 
when the weather obliged os io fand off, 
appear-to the ealt, and Port Exmont ts 
about 16 leagues from the noit!) cnd of 
thefe iflands.

Pert Egmont difcovered and named. 
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daring a !ong voyage, here are wild celery 
and wood forrel in the ereatett abundarce ; 
nor is there «nv want of mufcles, clams, 
ceckles, and Jimpets: the feais anc pen- 
euins are innumerable, fo that itis ampot- 
ible to walk upon the besch without fi it 
driving them away ; and the co. ft abounds 
with fea-lons, many of which are of an 
enormous fize. We found this enimil 
very forundable; I was once sttacke! by 
ore of them very unexpeétecly, and tt was 
with the utmoft difficulty that I could dil- 
engage myfeif from hin: at other times 
e brad many battes with them, and :t 
has fometimes afforded a doz n of us an 
hours work to difpareh one of them: I 
had with mea very fine mattiff dog, and 
a bite of one of thefe creatures alinc tt tore 
him to pieces. Nor were theie the only 
dan cerous animals we found here, fot the 
malter having been fent out one day to 
found the coatt upon the fouth fhore, re- 
ported at histeturn, that four cicatures 
if great fierceneis, refembling wo ves, 
ran up to their bellies in water to attack 
the people m his boat, and that as they 
happened to have no five arms with them, 
they had immediately put the host off tn- 
to deep water. The next morning after 
this happened, [ went upon the fouthern 
fhore myfeif, where we found one of the 
largelt fea tions 1 had eve: feen: as the 
boat’s crew were now well armed, they 
immediately engsged him, and during the 
contelt, one of the other animals was ‘een 
running towards us: he was flied at be- 
fore he came up, and was preiently killed, 
hough I afterwards wiiied that we had 
endeavoured to take him alive, which, if 
we had been aware of his attack, I daie 
fav naghe eahly bave been done. When 
sy of thefe creatures got fight of cur p:a- 
ple, though at ever fo great a diitanee, 
tiey ran imimectately at them; end no 
lefs than five of them were killed this day. 
They were always called wolves by the 
fiip's compiny, but except in the fize and 
the thape of the rail, I thnk they boea 
eresier relemblance to a fox: they areas 
bg as a middle fized mafiit, and their 
fangs are remarkably jong and Miarp. 
There are great numbers ef them upon 
this coalt, though 1 ts not eafy to guele 
how they fifit came hither, for there lands 
ave at leatt roo leagues dittant fiom the 
main ; they burrow in the ground like a 
fox, and we have frequently feen pieces

The next morning Mr. Dean, the matter 
of the ftore-fhip, came on board; and 
finding from his report that his forematt 
was fprun., and his thip little better tivan 
a wieck, I determined to go into the bar- 
bour, and try to unioad her there, altoough 
the, narrownels of th» place, and the rapi- 
dry ot the uides, render at a very dang<r- 
ous. fiuation. We gotia in the evening, 
bur 
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but it blowing very hard in the night, both 
_ the Tamar and the flore-thip made fignals 
of dittrefs ; I immediately fent my boats 
to their affiitance, whofound, that notwith- 
ftanding they were moored, they had been 
driven up the harbour, and were in the 
greateft danger of being on fhore. ‘They 
were got off, not without great difficulty, 
and the very next night they were drove 
again, and were again faved by the fame 
efforts from the fame danger. While the 
ftore-fhip was repairing, Captain Mouet 
of the Tartar, informed me that his rud- 
der was fprung, and in confequence of my 
defire he fecured it with iron clamps in the 
beft manner he could, as a new one could 
not be procured, 

Wednefday the 13th, the flore-fhip be- 
ing ready for fea, I put on board her one of 
my petty officers, who was well acquainted 
with the ftreight, and 3 or4 feamen, and 
ordered her mafter to make the beft of his 
way toPort Famine. The next morning 
we putto fea, Abreaft of Penguin Ifand 
we {aw the ttore- thip far to eaftward.

In this fituation we 
remained till night came on, and the tide 
fetting us over to the South fhore, we came 
to an anchor; ‘the wind however thifted 
before morning, and at day break I faw 
our fatellite at anchor about 3 leagues to 
leeward of us. As it was then tide of 
flood, I thought of working through the 
fecond narrow ; but feeing the ftranger get 
under way, and work up towards us, I 
ran direétly over into Gregory Bay, and 

broughe the thip to anchor, with a fpring 
upon our cable: IL alfo gor 8 of our guns, 
which were all we could get at, out of the 
hold, and broughr them over on one fide. 
In the mean time the flip continued to 
work up towards us, and various were our

conjegtures about her, for fhe fhewed no 
colours, neither did we. It happened 
about this time that the ftore-fhip, as he 
was endeavouring to come to an anchor 
near us, ran a-ground; upon which the 
ftranger came to an anchor a little way 
a-ftern, at the fame time hoifting French 
colours, and fending his launch, and an- 
other boat with an anchor to affift her. 
Still, however, I fhewed no colours, but 
fent my own boats, and a boat of the 
Tamar's to aft the ftore-fhip, giving 
orders at the fame time to the officers, 
not to fuffer the French boats to come on 
board her, but to thank them in polite 
terms for the afliftance they intended. 
Thele orders were pun@ually obeyed, and 
with the afliitance of our boats only the 
ftore-fhip-was foon afier got off. My peo- 
ple repo:ted that the French thip was full 
of men, and feemed to have a great num- 
ber of officers on board. At 15 at night 
we anchored in 7 fathom off Elizabeth's 
Ifland, and the French thip at the fame 
time anchored in a bad fituation, to the 
S. of St. Bartholomew’s ifland, which con- 
vinced me that the was not acquainted 
with the channel. 

Tuefday the 19th, at 6 in the morning, 
I weighed and tailed between Elizabeth 
and Bartholomew's Hlands, with the wind 
at N. W. and after fteering S. S. W. 5 or 
6 miles, we crofied a bank, where, among 
the weeds, we had 7 fathom water, This 
bank lies 5 or 6 miles S. W. from the mid- 
dle of St. George's Ifland. The French 
thip itill feered after us, and we imag ned 
fhe was either from Falkland’s Iflands, 
where the French had thena fettlement, to 
get wood, or upon a furvey of the {treight. 
The remaining part of the day, and the 
next morning (Wednefday the 2oth) we 
had variable winds and calms; in the af- 
ternoon therefore I hoifted out the boats 
and towed round St. Anne's Point, into 
Port Famine: at 6 in the evening we an- 
chored, and foon after the thip paffed by 
us to the Southward.

Vienna, June 18. Vait numbers of recruits 
pafs through this place, to join their different 
regiments, and numbers of waggons with 
provifion and ammunition are daily fending to 
Hungary ; notwithftanding which, it is gene- 
rally believed that we are not threatened wth 
any rupture from our neighbours, or any other 

ower. 

Warfaw, June 1g. Several letters received 
here, Mention that the courts of Vienna and 
Kerlin intereft themfelves fincerely in the re- 
eftablithment of peace between Ruffia and the 
Porte, in confeq.ence of which, they have 
made new propofitions to the Grand Signor.
